PRESAGES BIG IMPROVEMENTS. 


He Will Recommend to Gen. Miles the 
Amount Necessary to Recon- 
struct the Post. 


Jefferson Barracks underwent an inspec- 
tion Wednesday, the like of which it has 
not known for many years. . 

Quartermastcr-General Wickes of the 
United States Army and Inspector-General 
T. D. Vroom went over the post, the former 
to examine the buildings and sanitary sur- 
roundings, the latter to inspect the ac- 
coutrements of the men. 

Quartermaster-General Wickes’ visit to 
the barracks is the most significant event 
that has happened since the special com- 
mission appointed by Gen. Miles met there 
last fall to pags on the sanitary condition of 
the garrison.

In the case of the barracks the needed im- 
provements have already been reported to 
the War Department by the commanding 
officer. To make them an appropriation 
will have to be made on June 30, 

Quartermaster Genera]. Wickes is here to 
determine how large an appropriation shall 
be made. He arrived on the Iron Mountain 
Tuesday night, and will leave for Washing- 
ton Thursday. *. 

At 8 o’clock Wednesday morning he was 
serenaded by the Third Regiment Band, 
and the guard fired a Brigadier General’s 
salute in his honor. 

He then called on Constructing Quarter- 
master J. W. Summerhays, and with Capt.

GOING 10 CUBA. 


TOM CANNON WILL DROP BOMBS 
ON THE SPANIARDS. 


TO SLAUGHTER BY WHOLESALE. 


Arrangements Nearly Completed for 
a New and Dangerous Experi- 
ment in Civilized Warfare. 


Tom Cannon, the aeronaut, says he is go- 
ing to Cuba to demonstrate the practicabil- 
ity of balloon warfare. 

“There are three of us engaged in this en- 
terprise,’’ he said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Wednesday morning. “‘A friend of 
mine in Cincinnati and another in Philadel- 
phia will join me when the summer season 
is about over, and then we propose to see 
what we can do as away-up soldiers, 

“Our plans have been in the process of 
formation all winter, and are now about 
completed. We shall have a very light- 
weight balloon, the bag being made in the 
usual fashion and of oiled silk. The trouble 
has been to secure the torpedoes and bombs 
from explosion, and we think this difficulty 
is at last overcome. 

“Our plan includes a compartment box 
containing the explosives. Each bomb will 
have a separate pocket, and all jarring is 
to be obviated by means of flexible rubber 
and asbestos. To this box is attached a key- 
board 22x3 inches on the surface, built like 
the keyboard of a calliope, and at every 
touch of a key a bomb is dropped. The sides 
of the balloon will have a set of shifting 
aluminum wings, so that we may know with 
certainty which way the wind blows. 

‘Another thing that has troubled ue is 
the distances from which the explosives can 
be made effective. You see, we are not up in 
that sort of thing, but by consulting vari- 
ous manufacturers of powder we have 
learned much on that score. 

“A system of signals must of course be 
now arranged. That can be done in con- 
sagen with the Signal Corps of the army. 

n going from Havana to the interior it 
will be necessary to signal us where armies 
are located, as it would be absurd to drop 
the bombs on abandoned fields or waste 
them on the ruins of fortifications. 

“By means of the aluminum wings it will 
be possible to hover over an army within 
half a mile, and the damage which a balloon 
can inflict is simply incalculable. 

“Are we doing this for patriotism? Well, 
not entirely. The business of ballooning is 
perilous at best. After eight years of it 
the idea has occurred to me that retirement 
or death is inevitable. Why not gain fame 
and fortune at one stroke and be done with 
it? In a balloon one Man is equal to an 
army with banners, and he should be re- 
warded accordingly. The determination to

Indian Appropriation Bill Gives Gov-

WASHINGTON, D. C., May %.—The 
Benate “chamber was a center of in- 
terest to-day, as it was expected that the 
tariff debate would be advanced from the 
stage of set speeches to the actual con- 
sideration of the bill, This was the pro- 
gramme for the day as outlined by those 
in charge of the bill. 

The public interest in the discussion prom- 
ised to exceed that on the Cuban resolutions, 
and the galleries were crowded from the 


outset. 

The parkamentary status of the bill, ac- 
cording to the calendar was that of “un- 
finished business’’ which gave the bill the 
right of way at 2 o’clock, although it was 
understood the measure would be taken up 
before then if the morning business was dils- 
posed of before that hour. 

The approach of the Victorian Jubilee 
served as the theme for an eloquent invo- 
cation by the blind chaplain of the Senate, 
Rev. Dr. Miiburn. 

Among the petitions was one presented 
by Mr. Smith of New Jersey from the 
liquor dealers of twenty-one counties in 
New Jersey protesting against the proposed 
tax on beer.

NO POOLING BILL. 


Chandler Determined None Shall Pass 
This Session. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 26.—Senator 
Chandler has prepared the following amend- 


ment to the tariff bill, which he proposes 
to add to the anti-trust amendment pro- 
vosed by Senator Pettigrew yesterday: 

The act to protect trade and commerce 
against unlawful restraints and monopo- 
lies approved July .2, 189, shall apply 
to all companies, corporations and per- 
sons engaged as common carriers in the 
business of transporting persons or prop- 
erty, and all the penalties imposed and 
methods of restraint provided by said 
act shall take effect and be in force 
against such ecompanies, corporations 
and persons; and any contract between

HAVEMEYER’S TRIAL. 


Preliminary Wrangles Over the Ad- 
mission of Evidence. 


WASHINGTON, D. G., May 2%.—The 
trial of Henry O. Havemeyer, the President 
of the American Sugar Refining Co., in- 
dicted for refusing to answer questions pro- 
pounded by the Senate Sugar Investigation 


Committee in June, 1894, was resumed th‘s 
morning. The attendance was almost as 
large as on yesterday. District Attorney 
Davis reoffered in evidence the extract of 
the Senate Journal, showing the recreancy 
of Mr. Havemeyer, to which the defense ob- 
jected, unless the other journals showing 
the whole action of the Senate upon the 
case be submitted. Judge Bradley agreed 
to admit all relevant extracts from the Sen- 
ate journals, and thereupon Mr. Johnson 
withdrew his objection. Accordingly the 
extracts showing the three reports of the 
committee to the Senate and detailing the 
facts of Mr. Havemeyer’s contumacy were 
admitted. Mr. Johnson objected to the ad- 
mission of the printed report of the commit- 
tee as evidence, and a long legal debate fol- 
lowed on this point. 

The Government strenuously insisted that 
it was admissible as an official Senate re- 
port. Mr. Davis said he was driven to the 
necessity of offering this document as evi- 
dence, because the original stenogtaphic 
notes of Mr. Havemeyer’s testimony had 
been lost. The defense offered the whole 
printed record, but objected to the extract 
relating to Mr. Havemeyer’s testimony. 

The Court said that if the contention of 
the Government was correct, then the 
whole record was evidence, and much time 
of the court had been wasted. He con- 
vulsed the court room by his sarcastic ref- 
erence to the “sanctity’’ with which the 
District Attorney had clothed the proceed- 
ings of the Senate. In the apostolic days, 
he said, clothes taken from the bodies of 
the apostles were supposed to have 
healing virtues, and even the rags that sub- 
sequently came in contact with them, 
“These days,’ said the Judge, while Senator 
Gray laughed outright. are past. The 
Court eustains the objection.” 

The Government rested its case in the 
Havemeyer trial at 12:55. Mr. Johnson for 
the defense moved to dismiss the indict- 
ments.

MRS. SCHRINER FILLED A STOVE 
THAT WAS BURNING. 


RAN DOWNSTAIRS ABLAZE. 


Sank on the Doorstep, Where Neigh- 
bors Threw Sacks Over Her, but 
It Was Too Late. 


Mrs. Amelia Schriner, aged 27, was fatally 
burned Wednesday afternoon, at 12:30 
o'clock, at 218 Barry street. 

Hér dress was set on fire by a flame that 
burst from the gasoline stove she was fill- 
ing. 

The woman ran down the stairs, scream- 
ing, the blaze circling about her and flaring 
high above her head. The occupants of the 
second floor, where the terror-stricken wom- 
an had run, from her rooms on the third, 


called to her to stop; but she continued her 
wild flight to the front door steps. 

Then, her clothing still blazing, she fell 
to the floor. 

One of the occupants of the’ flat threw a 

unny sack over the victim and .others fol- 
owed the example until the flames were 
extinguished. But by this time she had 
been burned from head to waist and her 
hair singed close to her head. 

When the Fire Department arrived there 
was nothing to do, for neighbors had put 
out the blaze, which had only charred the 
floor of the little kitchen on the third floor. 

An ambulanuce was sent for and Mrs. 
Schriner was taken to the Dispensary. 

The stove that did the mischief is one 
with a tank which can be lowered for 
filling. From the position of the gasoline 
can and the.reservoir, it is evident Mrs. 
Schriner was pouring the fluid into the 
tank while the stove was burning. 

Her husband was away from home at the 
time of the accident. He is a baker at 3200 
North Broadway. A neighbor at once went 
for him to take him to the Dispensary. 


LAKE FRONT CASE. 


Decision of Commissioner Lamoreaux 
Is Reversed. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 26.—Mr. 
Binger Herman, Commissioner of the Gen- 
éral Land Office, to-day announced his de- 
cision in the Chicago Lake Front case, re- 
versing the decision of Commissioner Lam- 
oreaux, and denying and rejecting the ap- 
Plication of Harvey M. La Follette and 
Mathias Benner to locate McKee scrip on 
the lands. This allows the patent rendered 
to Robert A. Kinzie in 1821 to stand for the 
benefit of the grantees. 

The Commissioner holds that the Kinzle 
patent applies to all lands in the tract 
stretching to the shore line; that the ac- 
cretions inure to he benefit of those who 
hold under ‘the Kinzie patent, and that 
there was ample justification for directing 
and holding a rehearing. The lands in- 
volved were valued at upwards of $15,000,000. 


DEMOCRATIC POLICY. 


Senator Vest’s Speech Is the Keynote 
of Tariff Opposition.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 26.—Senator 
Vest will not ask for a vote on his prop- 
osition to strike out the tax on beer, to- 
bacco and tea, for probably three weeks 
yet.

Day Clerk Eccles of the Lindell, who knew 
Stewart probably as well as any one, says 
that a woman ws! have had something to 
ay with it, but this he says is only a sgur- 
mise. 

“He waa an exceptionally quiet and steady 
fellow,”’ said Eccles, “and the hotel man- 
agement had implicit confidence in him. I 
never knew him to play the races. If he had 
any vices he concealed them so carefully 
that I was deceived.’’ 

The managers of the hotel say that if 
Stewart had any feminine entanglements 
they were not aware of it. “But,” said 
Manager Durkan, ‘“‘we would be the last 
people to hear of it. Of course if he had 
any vices he would be careful to conceal 
them from us. I think that the only one 
about the hotel who Knows Stewart's secrets 
ia the negro bell-boy, called ‘Bad Lands.’ 
We suspect that he could tell more than he 
has told about Stewart, and we have dis- 
charged him. He hasn't been around the 
hdétel to-day, and I have no idea what has 
become of him. He may be innocent, but 
we believe he knew more of Stewart than 
any one else.”’ 

Hutchinson, the unfortunate ball player, 
stood about the Lindell rotunda. Wednesday 
morning in anything but a happy frame of 
mind. He longed for a eight of the absent 
Stewart and his 80 plunks. He is a great 
man on curves, but Stewart's curves are too 
much for him The base ball people who 
make their headquarters at the Lindell 
knew Stewart well, and great surprise is 
expressed that he would so mysteriously 
disappear. wiley = can be found who ever 
saw him take a drink or engage in any kind 
of gambling.

Norman Stewart, employed as an engineer 
at the entrance to the Union Station tun- 
nel, Eighth and St, Charles st . is a 
brother of the missing hotel clerk.

NEW YORK, May 2%.—John J. McCook 
and R. A. Smith of this city, who were said 
to have proposed to President McKinley a 
scheme for purchasing Cuba, and who de- 


nied the stories, saw the President yester- 
day and again last night. 

One Washington correspondent repeats 
the first story and says that they succeeded 
or think they did in counteracting the ef- 
fect of Minister De Lome’s recent declara- 
tion that Spain would not sell the island. 

Another correspondent says they called to 
offer the Government the use of one of the 
Ward Line vessels in transporting food and 
provisions to the starving Americans in 
Cuba. Assistant Secretary Day accepted 
the offer at once. The ship will carry food, 
clothing and medicines, and will be used to 
convey destitute Americans who desire to 
leave Cuba across the gulf. Judge Day 
thanked Mr, Smith, who ts one of the Ward 
Line directors, ace his offer and assured 
aire that the State Department appreciated 
t 


Mr. Smith informed Judge Day that the 
vessel might be considered at the disposal 
of the State Department, to be used at any 
time the Government was ready to trans- 
port supplies. 

It develops, says a correspondent, that 
the duty on food sent into Cuba will cut the 
suppl in two, therefore, it is probable that 
the ship cannot be used and, instead, all 
supplies will have to be se ee in Cuba,

THE REPORT LAID BEFORE THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


FIGURES NOT ENCOURAGING. 


The Deficit Has Increased in Spite of 
All the Efforts to Curtail 
Expenses, 


EAGLE LAKE, Ind., May 2%.—The first 
order to-day in the Presbyterian General 
Assembly was the report of the Committee 
on Foreign Missions. 

The report showed that efforts had been 
made to curtail expenses as far as possible 
in view of the reduced receipts, but in spite 
of such efforts an increased deficit was re- 
ported. A large part of it was due to a fall- 
ing off in the item of legacies. It was sug- 
gested that the extra effort to extinguish 
the debt of the board had an effect upon 
contributions to the cause of foreign mis- 
sions. Special praise was given to the work 
of the women’s board and to the young peo- 
ple’s societies. Mention was made of neces- 
sary retrenchment, but the basis of it was 
not specified. 

Six foreign missionaries died and eighty- 
three were sent out during the year, a large 
proportion of whom, however, returned to 
former fields of labor. 

he receipts were as follows: From 
churches, $270,479; Women’s Boards, $299,- 
115; Sabbath schools and Young ees sO- 
cleties, $54,049; ——. $89,736; miscellaneous 
sources, $95,549. nused appropriations and 
sale of properties on the fleld increased the 
assets by $60,129. c 

The total expenditures were : $936,061, of 
which $57,621 was for administration and 
printing. ' 

The total debt amounted to $113,239, which 
was reduced by receipts from the anniver- 
sary reunion fund to a net debt of $97,454. 

The largest appropriations were made for 
work as follows: China, $174,697; India, $167,- 
873; Japan, $78,145; South America, $80,080; 
Syria, $59,065; Siam and Lous, $71,114; Persia, 
$73,193; Africa, $41,385. 

The board has securities to the amount of 
$257,588, the interest of which is available 
for current work. It also owns securities of 
$38,102, upon which it has not yet realized, 
and special funds aggregating $366,866, of 
which $135,455 belong to the permanent fund, 

The Presbyterian building in New York 
stood the board in $929,835, of which $54,740 
belonged to the interest account, and $14,- 
203 represented taxes. Loans on the build- 
ing aggregated $610,000, and $17,0h had been 
received.from rentals. The gifts made to- 
ward thé building amounted to $270,893. 

The selection of Charles S. Hand of Brook- 
lyn as treasurer of the board was an- 
nounced. 

A report was presented: by Dr. John A. 
Liggett, Chairman on Reception of Li- 
censure of Candidates for the Gospel] Min- 
istry. After reviewing the facts in the case, 
the committee recommended the adoption 
of the following resolutions: 


Resolved, 1.—That the General Assem- 
bly expresses confidence in the suffi- 
ciency of the constitution as it now is, 
and does not deem it wise at this time 
to propose any changes therein or addi- 
tion thereto, 

Resolved, 2.—That in view of the ex- 
treme importance of safeguarding the 
polity and doctrine of our church, this 
General Assembly affirms as applicable 
to all theological students the deliver- 
ance made by the General Assembly of 
1806 concerning, students who received 
aid from the Presbyteries, viz: That the 
Presbyteries inspect. their education 
‘during the course of their theological 
studies, choosing for them such schools, 
seminaries and teachers as they may 
judge most proper and advantageous, so 
eventually to bring them into the min- 
istry well furnished for their work.”’ 


Gen. Ralph E, Prime reported on the coun- 
cil of the Presbyternan Alliance at Glasgow, 
Scotiand, last June. The next meeting of the 
Alliance is to be held in Washington in 
September, 1899, in New York Avenue 
Church, 

The report of the standing committee on 
Foreign Work was presented by J. Wilbur 
Chapman, Philadelphia. The committee 
recommended the adoption of resolutions 
directing that two collections for foreign 
missions be taken each year, one to be in 
April, and Coprecating gifts to foreigners so- 
liciting in America. Pastors were urged to 
consult secretaries before allowing such col- 
lections in their.churches. Emphasis was 
also laid upon the propriety of allowing all 
gifts for missions to go through the board 
and not through agencies over which the 
church has no control. 

After reading the report the assembly was 
addressed by Dr. Frank F. Ellinwood, senior 
secretary of the board.

WHAT REPUBLICANS WILL DO. 

The Post-Dispatch, in discussing the 
proposed increased tax on beer, when it 
appeared in the Senate bill, ventured the

would impose an internal revenue tax 
on paper instruments of exchange and 
other evidences of business activities, 
such as existed during and for some 
years after the war. : 

It is now seriously proposed by Senator 
Platt of New York, and others who op- 
pose the beer tax, that we shal) go back 
to the stamp duties as a means of raising 
revenue. In other words, this is a propo- 
sition to tax all forms of business, in- 
cluding the many which are not profitable 
under present and continuing conditions, 
instead of one business which is highly 
profitable. Or, if we accept the view 
that the beer tax, if imposed, will fall 
on the consumer instead of the brewers, 
this is a proposition to impose taxes on 
trade which will be felt in every trans.

felt, on,an ind@pigence. 

The Republicans will do anything 
rather than reduce tariff? taxes to a point 
where they will yield a just proportion of 
revenue by making imports possible, But 
they will hardly go back to a stamp act, 
which hag been odious to Americans ever 
sinee colonial days.

IF BRYAN HAD WON. 

A correspondent who signs himself “A 
Business Man,” and says he is ashamed 
to confess his identity, writes to the Post- 
Dispatch, asking: “If Bryan had won 
would times be better than they are?’ 

“T will admit I was deceived last year,” 
he ¢ontinues, “and voted the Republican 
ticket for the first time in my life. I 
understand now that things could not be 
worse than they are,’no matter how the 
election might have gone, but some of my 
friends, who misled me, tell me the elec- 
tion of Bryan would not have made them 
better. What do you think of ™? How 
could times be better than they are if 
Bryan had won?’

Falling prices have always and every- 
where produced languishing conditions of 
trade. Gold standard advocates were 
candid enough to admit during the last 
campaign that their success meant falling 
prices. They promised an increased pur- 
chasing power of the dollar, which means, 
of course, declines in the prices of things 
for which the dollar is to be exchanged. 

Bimetallism promised rising prices. 
The periods of greatest prosperity in the 
world, and notably in this country, have 
been those of rising prices, or of stability 
in prices. 

The election of Bryan and the inaugu- 
ration of bimetallism would have brought 
rising instead of falling prices. To state 
the case clearly and concisely, Bryan and 
bimetallism would have made conditions 
the exact opposite of those now prevail- 
ing. 
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LEGISLATIVE CATTLE. 

The following extract is clipped from 
a New York dispatch to the Globe-Demo- 
crat under date of May 25: 

Some of the other developments which sus- 
tained the strength of particular stocks w¢re 
the declaration of a dividend of 1 per cent on 
United States Leather preferred, the con- 
tinuation of a stiff premium on the anthra- 
cite shares in the loan market, and the pass- 
age by the Illinois Senate of the bill allow- 
ing the consolidation of the Chicago gas 
companies.

Not an office, 
however, with a close Western connection 
has been for a moment in doubt as to the 
outcome of the mattet since the Senate 
agreed to reconsider the bill immediately 
after voting it down last Wednesday.

ABLE ANSWER TO ALDRICH. 


The Road to Prosperity Does Not Lie 
Through Higher Taxes of 
the People. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May %.—Senator 
‘Vest of Missour! yesterday_presented the 
view of the Democrats on the tariff bill in 
the following speech: 

“Mr. President, there is no disposition 
upon my part or that of my colleagues to 
make factious opposition to the passage of 
the pending measure. We fully appreciate 
the desperate condition of the country. We 
know how many ruined homes, how many 
broken hearts, how many blasted hopes now 
surround the Congress of the United States, 
and if prosperity can come from any source, 
even from our political opponents, we shall 
welcome it, and not only welcome it, but 
bless the moment ia which it comes. 

“I do not believe that the imposition of 
larger taxation, either in the shape of im- 
port duties or internal revenue taxes, will 
lift the cloud that now rests upon the peo- 
ple of the United States. I do not believe 
that higher tariff duties will bring back 
sunshine and illuminate this whole country, 


as. we have been told over and over again 
by our Republican opponents. 

“It is frequently said that adversity came 
with the advent of the Demecratic party 
to power, and that with the return of Re- 
publican methods and Republican measures 
there would be again hope and prosperity 
and joy in the land. 

“Adversity did not come to this country 
with the advent of the Democrats to power. 
I bring to the stand the best witness that 
can be produced upon this subject, the 
President of the United States, Maj. William 
McKinley. When the bill that bears his 
name was nding before the House of 
Representatives on the Ist day of April, 
890, he declared that the farming interests 
of this country were then prostrate and 
ruined, and that higher tariff taxation was 
necessary in order to bring back prosperity 
to the farmer.” 

At Mr. Vest’s request the clerk read a 
congressional report by Mr. McKinley to 
the House of epresentatives, showing 
that in 1890 “there is widespread depres- 
sion in industry to-day. ey remedy 
within the scope of practical legislation 
known to your committee has been recom- 
mended in the proposed measure to meet 
the urgent needs of the situation.” 

Mr. Vest: “That, I repeat, was on the Ist 
of April, 1890. The farmers of the country, 
according to Maj. McKinley, were then suf- 
fering under the a depression that rests 
upon them to-day. How do you expect by 
increasing tariff taxation to enable the 
farmers of this qquatty to purchase manu- 
factured goods? How do you ompoes to give 
them the means with which to buy the ar- 
ticles, the price of which you propose to in- 
crease by your tariff imposition? 

“The Senator from Rhode Island, an ex- 
pert in regard to the tariff, has been very 
careful not to speak of the condition of the 
Treasury of the United States when he al- 
ludes to the want of revenue to pay the ex- 
penses of the Government. All admit that 
there must be sufficient revenue to Carry 
on the Government, that its honor must be 
maintained, that its obligations must be 
met, that its flag~must be untarnished, But 
every dollar taken from circulation among 
the people and, without necessity, hoarded 
in the Treasury of the United States, is a 
crime against the people of this country, no 
matter by whom it may be perpetrated. If 
there be to-day enough money to carry on 
the Government, why the necessity of in- 
creasing taxation? wa does the Republ c- 
an party leave now all its precedents, all its 
historic traditions in regard to raising rev- 
enue necessary for the country by the im. 
position of tariff taxation and resort now 
to the imposition of a duty upon.tea? Why 
do they now abandon all the arguments, all 
the eloquent appeals they have hitherto 
made upon this subject and come to the po- 
sition which their political opponents have 
assumed, that tariff taxation should be 
upon the basis of revenue and not for the 
purpose of putting money into the pockets 
of favored classes and manufacturers? 


“On May 21, 1897, the cash balance in the 
Treasury, available, was $229,350,650.50. Tak- 
ing from this the gold reserve of $100,000,000, 
it leaves, as a matter of course, $129 350, - 
650.50 idle money in the Treasury available 
for an overnmental purpose. Yet we 
are told that in order to avoid repudiation 
and dishonor, we must impose upon the 
patty and depressed people of the 
United States additional taxes.” 

Mr. Chandler interrupted with an inquiry 
as to where the vast accumulation in the 
Treasury to which Mr. Vest had alluded 
came from. 

“Does the Senator mean that er Na teen 
bill put it there, and if not, how did it get 
there?’ asked Mr. Chandler. 

‘We all know,” answered Mr. Vest, “that 
ft came from the issue of bonds, which I 
did not approve. But it makes no differ- 
ence where it came from; it 1s there in the 
Treasury, and what right have you to in- 
crease the taxes on the people when 
enough is in the Treasury already? 

“When the Government of the United 
States was turned over by President Har- 
rison to President Cleveland, the balance 
in the Treasury, including $20,000,000 of frac- 
tional, or subsidiary, coln, was $24,128, 
If the subsidiary coin be deducted from that 
amount it showed in the Treasury of the 
United States available for ordinary ex- 
penses $4,128,087. There is to-day in the 
Treasury of the United States $105,222,573.50 
available for the expenses of the Govern- 
ment more than there was at the time 
President Harrison turned over the Gov- 
preunens to his successor, President Cleve- 
and, 

“The law simply provides that when there 
is not $100,000.000 of gold reserve in the 
Treasury, the Secreta of the Treasury 
shall fssue no more gold certificates. That 
law has not been nullified. Although. Secre- 
tary Carlisle had $150,000,000 or $160,000,000 of 
gold in the Treasury, fifty or sixty millions 
over the gold reserve, he iasu no gold 
certificates, and declared that he would not 
issue them. The Secretary of the 
to-day, Mr. Gage, has more than $156,000, 
of gold in the Treasury, yet he does not 
propose to issue any gold certificates. And 
yet, with this filmsy basis for the $100,000,00 
of gold reserve now existing, we are 
told by the author o@ this bill that in or- 
der to dispose of the surplus in the Treas- 
oid — 000 ehould be retained there as a 


“Even if there be a deficit of $45,000,000 for 
the next fiscal year, as calculated by Mr. 
Dingley, giving the largest possible amount 
that has been named, there is enough 
money in the Treasury to-day to pay that 
off and still leave a surplus for the next, if 
a deficit should occur again. 

Why should we hurry to t taxes on 
the ople of this country with idle money 
in the Treasury? What intelligent man 
does not know that the curse of the coun- 
try to-day is the consolidation and hoard- 
ing of money in the great financial centers 
while the people of the country at |} e 
are suffering for currency to transact the 
ordinary business of life? 

“Every dollar eee me me hoarded t= a 
crime against the people of the country, 
and especially in the terrible condition in 
which we now find them.” 

Mr. Vest said that the Senate had not yet 
been furnished with estimates of revenues 
to be produced by the bill.

HISTORY REPEATED ITSELF IN 
TUESDAY’S SHOOTING SCRAPE. 


TRAPPED BY HIS “FIRST WIFE. 


He Nearly Killed Her and His Mis- 
tress, but They Recovered, 
as He Will Now. 


History repeats itself in the case of Tom 
Campbell. As he was trapped Tuesday by 
his wife and a courtesan and made to tell 
his love to the latter while the former was 
hidden in a clothes’ closet, so was he the 
victim of a similar plot in Cincinnati five 


years ago. . 

At that time he was living on Baymiller 
street with a wife whose maiden name was 
Delia Meyer. In another part of the town 
was a May Bracken, whose character was 
similar to that of Maud Devere of Bt.

May believed Tom loved her and also be- 
lieved him to be single, till one day a wo- 
man walked into the house and proclaimed 
herself Mrs. Tom Campbell.

May sent for him 
the same as Maud did tnethis city Tuesday, 
and Tom quickly came to the house. 

The first Mrs. Campbell evidently did not 
have the nerve of which the second is the 
»ossessor. She couldn't wait in hiding and 
hear her husband make protestations of 
love to another. His arrival at the house 
was sufficient. She pounced upon him, and 
after a severe tongue lashing she rushed 
out of the house and down the street. 

Tom remained with May Bracken and a 
lively time ensued. He struck her and tried 
to pull a ring from her finger, badly lacerat- 
ing her hand in so doing. Then she threw a 
lamp at him and he responded with another

UTHOFF BILL PROVIDES FOR 
MUCH USELESS EXPENSE. 


IT CREATES NUMEROUS JOBS. 


The Increase of Expenses in One De- 
partment Is $91,330, and It 
Is Unnecessary. 


If the history of the reign of Ziegenhein I 
$s ever written it may be under the cap- 
tion “The Rape of the Taxpayers.” 

When Onkel Henry went into office he 
gaid he was going to give the people the 
best administration they ever had. He 
meant he would give the Republicans more 


jobs than they ever had. 

One bill now pending in the Assembly in- 
creases the payroll of one department $91,- 
$90. It is the Uthoff bill reorganizing the 


Street Department. 
Every cent of this amount is to be distrib- 


uted among useless inspectors and straw 
officers. The efficiency of the de artment 
will not be improved a particle. here are 
already too many inspectors and officers. 
The need is for more men with picks and 
shovels. Street Commissioner Milner says 
the present inspection force is large enough 
to superintend a force of laborers which 
would call for an annual expenditure of $1,- 
000,000 exclusive of new work. The total ap- 
propriation for the department last year 
was $563,535 to pay for all labor, material, 
repairs, cleaning and sprinkling. This 
year’s appropriation will certainly not be 
more onl may be less. Out of the amount 
will have to come the $91,330 for the .

Under the Uthoff bill each of the four dis- 
trict superintendents will receive $8,000 a 
year, only $500 less than the commissioner’s 
salary. That will make $12,000 for the four, 
or an increase of $6,000 the first dash out of 
the box. 

“Office superintendent” is the title some 
lucky Filleyite will wear and incidentally 
draw $2,500 out of the treasury. The ordi- 
nance does not say what his duties shall be. 
Mr. Milner is quite sure his office force is 
awful, and he will really not know what to 
do with the high-priced officer or where to 
put him, 

An excavation book-keeper is to receive 
$1,200 a year. As all the city’s money is to 
be burnt up ifn salaries there will be none 
left for excavations, but that will not be the 
book-keeper’s fault, and he will draw his 
salary whether there is anything to put in 
the books or not. 

The clerk of the Sprinkling Department 
gots his salary raised from $900 to $1,000.

The four District Superintendents are to 
ride in chaises.

Thinking it only one of the 
usual insults that wheelmen are obliged to 
submit to we did not notify our gentle- 
men escorts, who were riding ahead. 

“In a few moments we heard the horse 
and buggy coming down upon us, the horee 
rearing and plunging as it came. We scat- 
tered into the ditch and railroad track to 
avoid the danger and the horse was pulled 
up as we pass Then one of the hood- 
lums leaped to his feet and began lashing 
the horse to overtake us again. We were al- 
most run down, several of us scarcely miss- 
ing the rearing horse a foot. ' 
“Then the gentlemen of our party started 
in pursuit. They ran the horse into the 
city, but my husband’s wheel carried a 
baby, another was riding a tandem with a 
lady and another had our large carriage 
and tripod. 

“We reported the matter at the O’Fallon 
Police Station, but there is only one pa- 
trolman in that section.

ON THE WALL. 


JAMS FIELDS’ BODY MUMMIFIED 
FOURTEEN YEARS. 


PERSPIRES AND GROWS HAIR. 


Wonderful Exhibit of the Embalmers’ 
Art at Murrell’s Under- 
taking House. 


On the wall of a dingy little room in the 
rear of J. P. “Murrell’s Sons’ undertak- 
ing establishment, 1322 Market street, 
hangs James Fields, colored, dead and 
mummified for fourteen years. 

His carcass perspires as profusely in 
warm and oppressive weather as does the 
living body of a patron of the sternenwirth 
in any brewery, and frequently a barber 
has been called to cut the hair that persists 
in growing on him. 7 

James Fields was born in July of 1860. 
When 7 years old he went to work for J. P. 
Murrell, who then had his undertaking 
rooms where his sons, John K. and Edward 
E., continue the business. 

Fields was a porter about the rooms and 
simply made his living from the work. He 
never knew his father. When he went to 
work for Murrell he forgot his mother, and 
she died in extreme poverty when he was 
14 years old and her body, or what was once 
her body, is now registered with a number, 
1,288, in Potter’s Field. 


Fields never drank nor smoked and sel- 
dom left the rooms where he worked, sleep- 
ing there every night, but he had a fond- 
ness for women in the lower strata, and at 
the age of 20 he contracted disease and 
three years later died, his emaciated body 
resembling a skeleton. 

But before death Fields requested that his 
body ‘be never taken from the —_ where 
he died, the dark, dingy room back of the 
place where the caskets are stored. 

That request was granted, save once, 
when the Embalmers’ Association insisted 
on exhibiting it at the Fair, four years ago. 
But at that time the peculiarities of this 
carcass were not made public. 

Immediately after death the body was em- 
balmed by what was then known 
as the newly discovered Egyptian 
method. An _ injection of the fluid 
was made in the right arm and 

unctures in the abdomen and chest, to al- 
ow the gas to escape. But, contrary to the 
Egyptian method,, the viscera and fatty 
matter were not removed. 

The body was laid away in a common 
casket for a few weeks. The casket was 
never taken out of the back room. After 
six weeks John P. Murrell, a son of the 
founder of the institution, who had then be- 
come a partner, opened the coffin, prompied 
by curiosity. 

To his surprise the body had not decom- 
posed, the ‘‘wool’’ thereon was long and the 
finger and toe nails had grown to abnormal 
length. After a while it was decided to cut 
the hair and nails. When this operation 
was about to be performed it was found 
the body was stiff and rigid. It was lifted 
out of the coffin and the nails and hair 
were cut, after which it was stood:-in the 
corner and almost forgotten until the grow- 
ing nails and hair again attracted attention. 
After each cutting the corpse was stood up 
in a corner, between two closets and no 
more thought given it save when some vis- 
itor would ask what it was. 

Several years ago—no one remembers 
just when—it was found expedient to 
change the standing position of Fields from 
the floor to a more graceful one of hanging 
on the wall. 

It was in warm weather that this change 
was made. In handling the carcass it was 
found to be damp and then came the dis- 
covery that it was perspiring. 

All this time the toe and finger nails con- 
tinued to grow, but in late years the hair 
has dragged a little until now its growth is 
80 small that the corpse has not had a hair 
cut in several months. 

On one of the warmest days of the spring 
a Post-Dispatch reporter called to see the 
wonder. It was then in a dead sweat. About 
the abdomen the water stood out in beads, 
and the arm-pits and other points of junc- 
tion were damp. 

The attendant said it was about the first 
day this year the body had shown a dispo- 
sition to perspire. 

Dr. Rader, Chief Clerk in the Coroner’s 
Office, is an ardent admirer of this corpse. 
According to his opinion it far excels in 
mystic wonders architectural build and em- 
balming skill any Egyptian mummy that 
was ever made, not excepting the princesses 
of the Pharoah dynasty. 

Dr. Rader has,taken many of his profes- 
sional friends to see Jim Fields, and they 
have all witnessed the phenomena of the 
growing nails, the sprouting hair and the 
persistent perspiration, all taking place 
fourteen years after death. 

John P. Murrell says he has been offered 
$500 for Fields, and that he has received a 
score of other offers, ranging from 20 cents 
for garbage purposes to $500 for an adver- 
tisement of an embalming fluid. 

‘“‘One museum manager said he wanted the 
carcass badly. and if he had $2,000 he would 
be willing to buy it, but as he owed a hotel 
bill the deal was called off.’’ 

During the summer the attendant finds it 
necessary to dry the body nearly every day 
with a Turkish towel. Judging from the 


present condition of the corpse it is good, 


for a century to come.

Judge Klein’s Labor Decision Dis- 
cussed by Workingmen. 


Local labor leaders are vigorous in their 
denials that Judge Klein’s decision in the 
Carpenter and Joiners versus Carpenters’ 
Council case, can in any way affect organ- 
ized labor. They admit the Judge’s re- 
marks have caused a flurry among the union 
workman’s enemies, who feel their cause 
has been strengthened and who may at- 
tempt in some cases to reduce wages.

We still have the right to refuse 
to work with men outside our organizations, 
and have yet as much right to use our 
methods in bringing men into the unions 
and establishing union prices as we ever 
had. The case in court was not a fight be- 
tween union and non-union men, but was a 
controversy between two unions, the mem- 
bers of each being as enthusiastic for the 
principles of organized labor as any in the 


country.”
